S h ip wrecked Men S a ved 
Fro m Dea th in Arctic 
Nineteen shipwrecked men of the 
Canadian schooner Lady Kindersley , 
of the Hudson’s Bay company , owe 
their lives to the skill of Capt. S. T. L 
Whitlam, master of the United States 
siiip Boxer, according to School Life, a 
periodical of the Interior department, 
bureau of education. 
The Boxer is a 
bureau of education supply schooner, 
ply ing between Seattle and Alaska, 
transporting teachers, phy sicians and 
nurses, and carry ing provisions to the 
native schools of Alaska which are un­ 
der the supervision of the bureau of 
education. It is a wooden boat with a 
carry ing capacity of 500 tons. 
For 27 day s the Kindersley had been 
drifting at about 35 miles a day . 
Hopelessly imprisoned in the Ice 40 
miles off Point Barrow it is reported 
not a man would have been saved had 
the Boxer not gone to the rescue.

Sev eral weeks ago Dr. Veranu s A. 
Moore, of Cornell u niv ersity , brou ght 
to the attention of the United States 
bu reau of animal Ind u stry the ex ist­ 
ence among pou ltry of a d isease which 
he d iagnosed as the Eu ropean fowl 
pest, hitherto u nknown In the United 
States. 
Inv estigations mad e in New 
York city , and Philad elphia, by repre­ 
sentativ es of the bu reau confirmed this 
d iagnosis. 
The d isease Is characterized by its 
ex tremely 
Infectiou s natu re, 
rapid ly 
progressing cou rse, and high mortality . 
Conspicu ou s sy mptoms are d epression 
and loss of appetite followed by pros­ 
tration. 
The comb and wattles u su al­ 
ly become pu rple, and sometimes swol­ 
len. 
Sticky ex u d ate may paste tlie 
ey elid s together, clog the nasal pas­ 
sages and ev en obstru ct the wind pipe, 
cau sing labored breathing. 
A green­ 
ish y ellow d iarrhea may be present. 


Autops y Findings . 


The nasal passage, lary nx and wind ­ 
pipe contain some mu cou s ex u d ate. 
Blood -stained patches and sometimes 
blood clots are fou nd in the wind pipe. 
The lu ngs are u su ally more or less 
pneu monic. 
A hemorrhagic or “blood ­ 
shot” cond ition Is fou nd on the crop 
and u nd er the skin In v ariou s other 
parts, sometimes accompanied by 
a 
gelatinou s ex u d u te. Hemorrhagic spots 
on the mu scle or fat of the heart, on 
the gizzard fat, on the ou ter su rface 
of the small intestines, and especially 
on the inner lining of the gland u lar 
part of the stomach and gizzard are 
consid ered as d iagnostic ev id ence of 
Eu ropean fowl pest. 
Serou s flu id is 
sometimes within the heart sac, or 
lu other cases In the bod y cav ity . 
Since treatm ent of affected bird s Is 
fu tile, the aim shou ld lie to prev ent 
so far as possible the spread of in* 
fiction. The first fowls showing sy mp­ 
toms shou ld be d estroy ed by a method 
which wou ld gu ard against the con­ 
tamination of the premises. 
The car­ 
casses shou ld he bu rned or bu ried 
d eep. 
The healthy fowls shou ld be 
mov ed to new qu arters if possible and 
carefu lly watched for signs of d is­ 
ease. 
Hou ses 
and 
ru ns 
shou ld 
be 
thorou ghly cleaned at frequ ent inter­ 
v als and d isinfected with carbolic acid 
in 5 per cent solu tion. 
The d rinking 
water may be mad e antiseptic by ad d ­ 
ing one-third teaspoonfu l of perm an­ 
ganate of potash to each gallon, a 
proced u re which serv es to prev ent the 
spread of d isease throu gh the water, 
and also is a conv enient means of ad ­ 
ministering an internal antiseptic.

John R. Mohler, chief of the bu reau 
of animal ind u stry , that there are oth­ 
er pou ltry d iseases prev ailing that m a y 
he mistaken for fowl pest. 
Diseased 
chickens hav e been receiv ed for stu d y 
from sev eral points In the central West 
within the last few weeks, bu t fowl 
pest was not encou ntered in any of 
these 
shipments. 
Congress, 
appre­ 
ciating the importance of prompt ac­ 
tion in erad icating this Eu ropean in­ 
fection. passed a joint resolu tion mak­ 
ing $100,000 Immed iately av ailable for 
the control and erad ication of this 
pest. 
Regu lation and other su ppres­ 
siv e measu res are being formu lated 
by the bu reau of animal ind u stry to 
become effectiv e as soon as the work 
can l» e organized to meet the emer­ 
gency . 
Embargoes were d eclared recently 
against a nu mber of pou ltry prod u cing 
states of the Mid d le West by New 
York city , and the states of New York, 
New Jersey , Mary land . Pennsy lv ania, 
Connecticu t and California.

There is no d anger in corn getting 
too d ry to grow. Moistu re is the great 
enemy of seed corn and when it is 
not possible to d ry it ou t thorou ghly 
in the barn or erib before freezing 
weather, artificial heat shou ld he u sed . 
After it Is thorou ghly d ried there is 
no d anger of low temperatu re inju ring 
It bu t care shou ld be taken not to al­ 
low it to absorb moistu re again before 
it is u sed . 
The presence of moistu re 
in the kernel allows the freezing and 
ex pansion which inju res the seed qu al­ 
ities. 


Feed Mo lasses to Ho gs 
It seld om pay s to feed molasses to 
hogs when it costs more per pou nd 
than corn. 
In fact some ex periments 
at the Mississippi ex periment station 
show that it requ ires from 1.8 to 1.9 
pou nd s of molasses to equ al 1 pou nd 
of corn when fed to pigs. 
Other ex 
periments hav e shown a higher v alu e 
bu t it Is certain that molasses will not 
equ al corn pou nd for pou nd . 
There 
fore, with corn at its present price, it 
wou ld not pay to su bstitu te molasses 
at 25 cents per gallon.

The only difference between them is 
, that the lengths of the waves are dif­ 
ferent. The wave-length of light Is al­ 
most inconceivably short—about one 
fifty-thousandth of an inch. The wave­ 
length of heat is longer—about one 
i ten-thousandth of an inch. Now, wire- 
j less is exactly the same thing as light 
| and heat, ex cept that its wav e-leng th 
j is immensely longer— any where from 
200 feet to 2 0 miles.

Most of the 
discussion has been strongly prejudiced 
on one side or the other. 
What does

Impartial 
scientific 
Investigator 
say about coffee? 
A three-year study of the effect of 
coffee on the human body has just 
| been completed by Prof, Samuel C. 
. Prescott of the departm ent of biology 
and public health of the Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology, and his 
report Is published In a scientific Jour- 
i nal. 
I 
“The history of human experience, 
as well as the results of scientific ex­ 
perimentation,” says Professor Pres­ 
cott, “point to the fact that coffee Is 
a beverage which, properly prepared 
and rightly used, gives comfort and 
Inspiration, 
augments 
physical 
and 
mental activity, and may be regarded 
as the servant rather than the destroy­ 
er of civilization.” 
The essential substance In coffee, a s 
everyone knows, Is caffeine. 
The av­ 
erage cup of coffee contains from 1*4 
to 1% grains of caffeine. 
This sub­ 
stance mildly stimulates the heart, in­ 
creases 
muscular 
activity 
and 
the 
ability to concentrate. 
It does not 
have any depressing after-effects. This 
Is true of the average person. 
There 
are 
Individuals 
who 
are 
especially 
sensitive to ten or coffee, just as there 
are persons who cannot eat certain 
kinds of meat, shell 
fish 
or 
fruits. 
Such persons should, of course, ab­ 
stain from their use, except in small 
quantities. 
Some persons, It was found, could 
take coffee clear without unpleasant 
effects but could not drink it with 
cream. 
Such resul/s are in no way 
due to the coffee hut to the differing 
ability of individuals to digest fat. 
It Is interesting to note 
that 
al­ 
though Professor Prescott states that 
coffee must be “properly prepared,” he 
is 
unable, 
after 
studying 
a 
large 
amount 
of 
literature 
from 
several 
countries, to find any directions as to 
the best 
method of making coffee. 
Here the professor was evidently on 
the wrong track. 
He should have 
questioned cooks, not hooks.
